EVELYN 
THAW'S 
STORY 
IS 
DISCREDITED 


By the Dscnment to Which Hummel Said Itie Young Wife 


Made an Affidavit in His Office-She 


Denied the Story on the Stand. 


New York, March 18—The famous 


affidavit which Abe Hummel says was 
sworn to and signed by Evelyn Xesbit 
Thaw was admitted to evidence at the 
Thaw trial today, after a bitter legal 
battle between Jerome and Delmns. 


The fight for the admission of the 


affidavit has raged for days. Justice 
Fitzgerald finally let it in. The affi- 
davit tells of a trip that Thaw and 
Evelyn made to Europe, when 
they 


traveled as husband and wife and 
were known as, Mr. and Mrs Dellis. 
Evelyn then tells of living at a castle 
in Australian Tyrol. The first morn- 
ing after their arrival they went to 
breakfast with Thaw clad only in a 
bathrobe. The affidavit continued: 


"After breakfast he (Thaw) said 


he wished to tell me something and 
asked me to step into,my bedroom. I 
entered the bedroom, 
when Thaw, 


without provocation, grasped me by 
the throat and tore my bath 
robe 


from my Body, leaving me nude ex- 
cept for my slippers. 
He was in a 


dreadfully excited condition. 
His 


eyes were glaring and 
his 
hands 


grasped a rawhide whip. He threw 
me on the bed, and when I attempted 
to scream Thaw placed his fingers in 
my mou'Ch 
and tried to choke me. 


Then, without the slightest provoca- 
tion, he inflicted upon, me several se- 
vere blows with the rawhide whip. T 
begged him to desist, but he refused. 
I shouted and I cried. He stopped for 
a minute to rest, and then renewed 
Ws attack, beating me with the raw- 
hide whip. I screamed for help, but 
no one heard me. Thaw renewed his 
brutal attacks until I was unable to 
move. The next morning Thaw cam 
into my bedroom and 
administered 


another castigation similar to the day 
before. 
He took the rawhide whip 


and belabored me on my bare skin. I 
swooned. 
He left me in a frightful 


condition. It was nearly three weeks 
•before I sufficiently recovered to get 
out of bed and walk." 


The affidavit tells of other similar 


beatings jn Switzerland 
and Paris 


and says Thaw never 
stated what 


•provocation he had for the beatings 
The affidavit says 
Evelyn 
found a 


hypodermic syringe in Thaw's belong- 
ings and that he tried to make her 
take cocaine. The affidavit also says 
that Thaw threatened to kill her un- 
less she admitted the truth of thing: 
•he told others about her. It also says 
that Thaw took her jewels and monej 
and refused to return them. 


After telling that 
she had been 


trailed by detectives hired by Thaw 
the affidavit continues: 


"I have been 
repeatedly 
told by 


said Thaw that he is very inimacable 
to a married man. whom he said he 
wanted to injure and that Thaw would 
sr/ fiim into th° penitentiary. Tlwt 
Thaw had beg?ed me time and again 
tc swear to written documents which 
hp had prepared, involving ihis mar- 
mied man and charging him 
with 


drugging me and having betrayed 
when I was fifteen vears of age. This 
was not so and I so told him 
But 


because I refused to sign these papers 
Thaw not alone thre«*ened me with 
bodily iniury but inflicted upon TOW 
frreat bodily injury, I Have herein de 
scribed.' 


The affidavit was sworn to October

THAWS MIR 


AT nOOSTER 


New York, March 18.—Attorney 


Delmas was in conference with his as- 
sociates in the defense of Harry Thaw, 
mapping out plans for the sur-rebuttal 
at the trial. Applications were made 
;o the district attorney's office for sev- 
eral additional subpoenas for the de- 
fense, but just who they were for 
:ould not be learned. From the plans 
aid it seems that the better part of 
the week will be consumed by the de- 
'ense, and that the case may not go 
to the jury until some time during the 
week beginning Monday, the 25th in- 
stant. Harry Thaw's confidence, in- 
stead of diminishing with the closing 
hours of the state's case against him, 
seems to increase daily. 


It is now said to be definitely settled 


by the lawyers defending Thaw that 
there will be no cross-examination of 
the six experts retained by the state, 
all of whom pronounced as their opin- 
ion that Thaw's sanity when he killed 
Stanford White was established be- 
yond question by the facts presented 
to them in the district 
attorney's 


hypothetical question. This announce- 
ment was generally regarded as a vic- 
tory for Delmas, the one lawyer for 
Thaw who, it is said, insisted from the 
first that Jerome's experts should not 
be questioned at all by the defense. 


Henry Clay McPike, partner of Del- 


phin M. Delmas, said that the defense 
would call as many experts as the 
prosecution had called, making six all 
told. These experts will include Dr. 
Britton D. Evans and Dr. Charles G. 
Wagner, who have already testified. 
They will be recalled, however, tc an- 
swer a hypothetical question. 
This 


question will include the statements 
of Dr. Deemar, the Thaw family phy- 
sician, regarding Thaw's early child- 
hood. 


Mr. O'Reilly helped Thaw prepare 


in duplicate a letter sent from Llewel- 
ly Gilliland of Van Wert, O., in which 
the latter denounces as an injustice 
the stories which he says were sent 
out last summer from Wooster, O., 
where Thaw and he were schoolmates 
at the Wooster university. Mr. O'Reil- 
ly gave out copies of the statement 
sent out by Mr. Gilliland who signed a 
note to the effect that the interview 
was authentic. 
Gilliland says: "Col- 


lege escapades of a man whose life is 
regarded as a success are looked on 
by the world as jokes; let that same 
man afterward fall from grace and 
those same pranks are regarded as 
crimes, and thus it is that the esca- 
pades of Harry Thaw, who is now on 
trial in New York city for the slaying 
of Stanford White last summer on the 
roof of the noted architect's most fa- 
mous structure, are being depicted as 
criminal, and that Thaw's career as 
such was begun while a lad in knee 
trousers in his early college days at 
Wooster, O." Gilliland then, at some 
length, reviews Thaw's school life, 
pointing out that Thaw has been cred- 
ited with many pranks in which he 
never participated, and that as a mat- 
ter of fact the prisoner"? life at Woos- 
ter was in every way praiseworthy.

Washington, March 18. — According 


to reports received here, the contro- 
versy between Honduras and Nicara- 
gua began when Senor Augustp __ C. 
Coello, the Honduran minister for for- 
eign affairs, wrote a note to Senbr 
Jose D. Gomez, the Nicaraguan minis- 
ter for foreign affairs, on Jan. 26, proj- 
testing against the theft of a mule 
from Senor Ireno Salgado by 35 Nica« 
raguan cavalrymen, who werfe cBafSSA" 
with entering Honduran territory. 
In reply Senor Gomez said the Nicara- 
guans did not quite enter Honduras. 
The taking of the mule was not de- 
nied, but Senor Gomez insisted in his 
letter that Salgado was not a Hon- 
duran citizen, but a Nicaraguan, wlio 
had to leave the country because of 
the part he played in a revolution two 
years before. Consequently Nicaragua 
maintained that Honduras had no 
right to fly to the defense of Salgado'l 
mule. This note brought a spirited

from 
Honduras.

nine or ten months ago Mr. Dingeu- 
diefer burst from the obscurity in 
which, as a simple clarinet player 
in the orchestra of a Manhattan the- 
ater, he had been enveloped and 
flashed upon the Brooklyn public as a 
redeemer of its right to cross -the 
Brooklyn bridge at night without 
clambering up and down the long, Irk- 
some flights of stairs leading .to and 
from the elevated structures. 


In other words, it was Mr. Dingen- 


diefer who, through the columns of the 
Eagle, made it clear to the Brooklyn 
Bapid Transit company that the dis- 
continued night service of trolley cars 
across the bridge ought to be resumed.

Der brivate gombany vat 
iss got deir money invested by dot 
railroats couldn't affords to make der 
people sooch a mad; meppe der peo- 
ples rise cop und say dey gif soom 
odder gombany dot vranchises or 
somedTngs like dot. But ven der cidy 
owns dot railroat eferybotty vot runs 
it ain'd got soom oof his own money 
invested in it, so he vouldn'd care vot 
der peobles said. He run der railroats 
yoost der same vay vot he vant to. 


"Soom peobles said dot der' bolidb 


clans vould been more afraid oof der 
peobles as der brivate gombany, but 
dot iss a foolishness. Der bolidicians 
got nodings to lose und der brivate 
gombany got eferydings. Oof der boli- 
dicians vas afraid oof der peobles, 
how iss it dot dey don'd go aheadt 
right avay qvick tmd buildt dot ele- 
vated loop by Delancey streed? Don'd 
der peobles want dot? Una don'd der 
bolidicians know dot der peobles vant 
dot? 
Sure- dey know dot, but dey 


don'd care soomedings aboud ft. Mep- 
pe dey gots more money on deir pock- 
ets ven dey don'd buildt dot loop. I 
bed you oof dot vas left vor soom bri- 
vate gombany to done und der bolidi- 
cians got nodings to said atioud it 
dot loop vould be buildt alretty yet, 
und ve vouldn'd got sooch a crowd- 
ings by der Prooklyn bridge nefer 
soom more. 


"Efery dime ven I dinks about dot 


moonizibal ownership I dinks aboud 
dot Manhaddan pridge, vot der peo- 
bles vould been valking ofer by dis 
time oof it was der broberdy oof soom 
brivate gorporation.

Marshal Seizes Light Plant. 


A United States marshal has seized 


the electric light plant belonging to 
the borough of Park Ridge, N. J., in 
execution of a judgment for $6,951.96, 
which was obtained In the United 
States circuit court by the engineering 
firm which installed the plant The 
plant was to have been run by water 
power, but has not been a success. The 
builders claim that this is due to in- 
adequate power and not to improper 
installation, as claimed by the borough 
authorities, and the decision apparent- 
ly supports their claim. The situation 
is a serious one, as the borough is 
small, and the plant cannot be operat- 
ed advantageously until a large addi- 
tional expenditure has-been made.

base his arguments regarding honest 
and economical management upon the 
absolute morality of political "heel- 
ers," and as he cannot be morally hon- 
est in such advocacy he cannot rea- 
sonably expect the people to exercise 
great faith in his theories. It is not 
what men might do or omild do It is 
What they do that is impressive.— 
Cleveland News.

' CALIFORNIA CRITICISM 


General Property Tax Is Condemned 


by State Commission. 


The State of California is uow 


•wrestling with the taxation question. 
A commission authorized to study 
taxation laws and schemes has only 
recently completed a comprehensive 
report. 
Page after page could 
be 


taken from that report and with the 
change of the word "California" 
to 


"Ohio" be made timely critism of 
our own system. 
Many of the rec- 


ommendations for changes in the Cali- 
fornia constitution end laws could be 
applied with equal force to Ohio. 


These excerpts from the report of 


the California Commission oh Revenue 
i rd Taxation are particularly applic- 
able to the Ohio situation: 


"In general the present system of 


taxation does not meet the demands 
made upon it. It is antiquated, hav- 
ing been adopted 50 years ago, and 
has not been revised to keep pace 
with modern conditions. 


"It is full of inequalities which im- 


pose a handicap upon the growth of 
the state, a handicap which only the 
vigor and inexhaustible energy of our 
people can carry. 


"These inequalities twist and dis- 


tort our industries and prohibit a 
symetrical development of our 
re- 


sources. They place an undue bur- 
den upon agriculture especially; the 
foundation of our wealth, the one In- 
dustry which most fully exploits the 
great natural resources of the state. 


"Our chief tax, called a general 


property tax, has in fact become a 
real estate tax. Only from 15 per cent 
to 18 per cent of the entire taxes are 
leview on personal property. 


"Monies and credits escape taxation 


almost entirely. Our laws In regard 
to the taxation of this class of prop- 
erty are full of absurdities and utter- 
ly unenforcible. It is unwise to re- 
tain these provisions on the statute 
hooks. 


"The present system takes the rev- 


enue derivable by taxation from large 
general organizations, like the 
rail- 


roads, which revenue belongs by right 
to the people of the state at large, 
and distributes 
it most inequitably 


among the local divisions of the state 
which have no proper claim to it 
whatsoever. 


"Our present system Is a 'school for 


perjury,' puts a penalty on honesty 
and pays high premiums for dis- 
honesty. 


"Our 
present system is so embodied 


in our constitution that it cannot be 
bettered 
without a 
constitutional 


amendment." 


THE TAX COMMISSION 


Nelson W. Evans of Portsmouth, O., 


author of "The Assessment of Per- 
sonal Property for Taxation in Ohio," 
made a short talk at the thirteenth 
annual meeting of the Ohio State 
Board of Commerce. Mr. Evans' arti- 
cles were published serially in 250 
Ohio newspapers in 1903. 


Speaking of the Tax Commission 


and generally of the subject of taxa- 
tion. Mr. Evans said: 


When I understood that this Tax Corn- 


mission was to be formed. I thought It 
had but one duty to do and that was to 
recommend a taxation amendment ft 
some sort. I must confess that ever 
since the appointment of that commis-

sion. I have possessed my soul in fear 
and trembling, for the reason that I have 
seen that there has been an Intimation 
that it will report some kind of a tax 
law. 
Now, I -wish to say in the presence 


of this distinguished body that I think, 
If the commission undertakes to make 
any tax code, or any tax system, under 
our present 
constitution, it will make 


a great mistake. But I want to say to 
the members of the commission that if. 
when they come to the end of their de- 
liberations, they come to the conclusion 
that the only remedy is to have a con- 
stitutional amendment that will repeal 
Section 2 of Article XII, they will cover 
themselves with sriory and distinguished 
honor, ami they will deserve the thanks 
of every citizen of this state. Now, that 
is my idea about it. 


I do not think, gentlemen, that 
wo 


ought to live by the last will and testa- 
ment of the men of 1SS1 any longer. 
I 


really believe that ::nder that constitu- 
tion we have the right to have a separate 
rule as to money, a separate rule as to 
credits, a separate rule as to stocks and 
». oep^rr:te rule as to bonds. 
I believe 


that that would be a just and fair con- 
struction of the csv.rctitution. 
I beli<;V<; 


it is the construction which 
ought 
to 


have be-.-n made in the first instance, and 
was not made: but at the same time. I 
would be sorry to SCR our Tax Commis- 
sion recommend it. because it would h? 
like the man in the Scriptures who bmk 


when thft rains and the floods came 
crumbled clown. The only remedy, ce:. 
tlcmcn, is to amend tho constitution.

He had been drinking, he 
said, and in a furious passion he 
seized the woman by the throat and 
choked her, leaving her, as he sup- 
posed, ony insensible. Being unable 
to find the money he says he took the 
woman's watch and pawned it. He 
claims he did not know he had killed 
the w oman until he read of it in news- 
papers the next day. 


Cincinnati, O.,March IS.—Enormous 


damage was done to residences and 
buildings by the explosion of 250 
pounds of dynamite in a shack on the 
site of the new city hospital. People all 
over the city and suburbs were awak- 
ened and excited, and it was feared for 
a time that patients in the Jewish 
hospital might suffer serious results 
from the shock. All glass within a 
radius of half a mile was' broken, 
neighboring store fronts were blown 
out, furnaces dismantled by the shock, 
sewers disconnected, and other dam- 
age done. The German old men's 
home and the Jewish hospital were 
the largest buildings near the explo- 
sion, which occurred in Avondalp, one 
of the best-known residence sections, 
and both 
suffered seriously. 
The 


cause of tlie explosion is unknown, 
but incendiarism is feared, a number 
of men recently discharged by the 
hospital contractors' being said to have 
made threats.

The dynamite was stored in a little 


shack near the O14 Men's home and 
was in five 50-pound packages, all of 
which exploded. An immense cavity 
was torn in the ground and the shock 
blew out windows and store fronts for 
a mile along the Reading road, while 
shimneys were shaken down more 
than a mile distant.

men and the residents of the damaged 
section of the citj "guarded the wreck- 
ed houses, reports that gangs of 
thieves were planning to take-'advan- 
tage of the opened houses being re- 
ceived by the authorities and the peo- 
ple warned.
